he purpose of the French-Language 

und is to encourage the development 
and production of Canadian learning 
materials for French-speaking students 
enrolled in French-language elementary 
and secondary schools or classes. The 
fund is designed primarily to meet needs 
that are not being met because of such 
factors as market conditions. 


For the purpose of this fund, the term 
learning materials is used to designate 
any materials whose purpose is to facili- 
tate learning, including books and non- 
print materials. Such materials must be 
intended for the use of students or of 
students and teachers together. Work- 
books are not eligible. 


Projects concerning the study of French 
as a second language should be sub- 
mitted to the Learning Materials Develop- 
ment Plan. Correspondence concerning 
this plan should be directed to the Co- 
ordinator, Learning Materials Develop- 
ment Plan, at the address given at the 
end of this brochure. 


The fund operates in three modes. Each 
mode applies to a particular group in the 
educational community and each has a 
different set of criteria governing eligibil- 
ity for funding. 


All applications for funding will be studied 
by an advisory committee which will sub- 
mit recommendations to the minister. 


Once a project has been accepted for 
funding, an agreement will be drawn up 
between the Minister of Education and 
the applicant. 


The Secretary of State of Canada pro- 
vides the Government of Ontario with 
financial assistance in respect of this 
fund. 


General Rules 


1. Projects must respond to provincial 
rather than local needs. They may apply 
to needs extending beyond the bound- 
aries of the province. 


2. Applicants are encouraged to develop 
projects based on the priorities outlined 
in this brochure (see section entitled “Pri- 
orities’). However, the advisory commit- 
tee will also give careful consideration to 
projects meeting other needs. 


3. The learning materials to be devel- 
oped should be free from bias or discrimi- 
nation in respect of age, race, nationality, 
place of origin, religion, sex, marital sta- 
tus, or physical handicap. 


4. Projects must involve Canadian 
authorship and manufacture. 


5. Sl units of measure (le Systeme inter- 
national d’unités) should be used wher- 
ever appropriate. 


6. No acknowledgement is to be made 
in the learning materials of the Ministry 
of Education, of its officials, or of the 
French-Language Fund. 


7. Projects may involve field-testing of 
materials. In such cases the proposal 
should outline how the field-testing will 
be conducted. 


8. Funds made available under this plan 
may not be used for the purchase of 
major items of equipment. 


9. Travel and living expenses to be in- 
curred in the course of the project should 
be specified in the budget. 


10. Upon completion of a project, the 
Ministry of Education shall receive three 
sample copies of the finished product in 
the case of print materials and one sam- 
ple of the finished product in the case of 
non-print materials. 


11. Upon completion of a project, the 
Ministry of Education may request an 
audited financial statement and other 
appropriate information relating to the use 
of funds received under this plan. 


12. The ministry funds will be paid in 
instalments. 


13. Projects are to be completed within 
a period of two years. 


Mode 1: Publishers and Producers 


This mode is for publishers and produc- 
ers of learning materials. Companies that 
have been incorporated for less than 
three years must submit a brief outline of 
their activities and of the scale of their 
operation, in addition to the information 
specified below. 


Any company may be asked to submit 
samples of recent work in support of an 
application. 


Priority will be given to companies 
operating in Ontario. 


Projects must have as their object the 
publication or production of learning 
materials. Projects that are concerned 
only with the development of materials 
will not be considered under this mode. 


Rights to the materials produced will be 
negotiated by the author(s) and the 
publishers/producers; the ministry will 
have no direct involvement in matters of 
copyright. 


Financial Considerations 

The ministry will provide funding for only 
a part of the development and production 
of materials; the publisher or producer is 
expected to provide part of the funds 
required. 


The budget submitted with the applica- 
tion should include the following: 


— an estimate of the total cost of the 
development and production of the 
learning materials, including a detailed 
breakdown of anticipated income and 
expenditures; 


— the amount of money available for 
the project (i.e., the contribution of the 
producers); 


— the amount of money required from 
the ministry; 


— the proposed net price, for Ontario 
schools, of the finished product. 


Where the material to be produced is a 
translation or adaptation of material origi- 
nally produced in the English language, 
the net price, for Ontario schools, of the 
French-language material should not, for 
the first twelve months following publica- 
tion, exceed the net price of the English- 
language material. 


Among the costs that may be included 
in a proposal under this mode are the fol- 
lowing: secretarial services and editing; 
writing, translation, adaptation, and con- 
Sultation; materials other than major 
items of equipment; duplication and 
rough artwork for field-testing purposes; 
production artwork; authorization fees: 
typesetting; paper, printing, and binding; 
distribution. Similar expenses may be 
included for the production of non-print 
materials. 


The number of learning materials to be 
published or produced should be speci- 
fied, and the factors that determine the 
size of this initial run should be outlined. 


Normal company policies should be 
applied in determining the percentage of 
overhead operating expenses, royalties, 
and the period in which the initial outlay is 
to be recovered. 


Mode 2: Non-Profit Organizations 


For the purpose of this fund, a non-profit 
organization is any incorporated non- 
profit organization whose prime concern 
is education and/or the pursuit of activi- 
ties related to education (school boards, 
teachers’ associations, teacher educa- 
tion institutions, etc.). 


The ministry will consider applications 
from non-profit organizations for the 
development of learning materials of 
province-wide applicability. Only in spe- 
cial circumstances, where production is 
normally a part of the activity of the orga- 
nization, will consideration be given to 
funding the production of materials under 
this mode. 


A project proposed for funding must 
reflect the priorities of the organization as 
a whole. The application must be accom- 
panied by a formal statement of support 
from the school board or other governing 
body. 


If the project falls into the category of 
print materials, a completed, typed manu- 
script must be submitted upon comple- 
tion of the project. If the project falls into 
the category of non-print materials, a 
submission should be made when the 
project has been developed to a point 
where planning and design decisions 
have been taken, but no major produc- 
tion costs have been incurred. 


Once the project has been completed, 
the ministry, after consultation with the 
applicant, may inform publishers and pro- 
ducers of the availability of the materials 
for production and distribution. 


Rights to the material will be held by the 
applicant. 


Financial Considerations 

Among the costs that may be included 
in a proposal under this mode are the 
following: secretarial services and edit- 
ing; translation, adaptation, and consul- 
tation; materials other than major items 
of equipment; duplication and rough 
artwork for field-testing purposes; an 
honorarium or salary paid to writers (the 
maximum per diem allowance is not to 
exceed $85). “Finished” (camera-ready) 
artwork should not be undertaken under 
this mode. 


Mode 3: Individuals 


Individuals or groups of individuals may 
apply for assistance for the development 
of learning materials of province-wide 
applicability. 


If the project falls into the category of 
print materials, a completed, typed manu- 
script must be submitted upon comple- 
tion of the project. If the project falls into 
the category of non-print materials, a 
submission should be made when the 
project has been developed to a point 
where planning and design decisions 
have been taken, but no major produc- 
tion costs have been incurred. 


Once the project has been completed, 
the ministry, after consultation with the 
applicant, may inform publishers and pro- 
ducers of the availability of the materials 
for production and distribution. 


Rights to the materials will be held by the 
author. 


Financial Considerations 

Among the costs that may be included 

in a proposal under this mode are the 
following: secretarial services and edit- 
ing; materials other than major items of 
equipment; duplication and rough artwork 
for field-testing purposes. “Finished” 
(camera-ready) artwork should not be 
undertaken under this mode. 


An honorarium or salary paid to the 
author is not an allowable expense 
under this mode. 


Application Procedures for All Modes 


There is no official application form. Appli- 
cations may be written in either French or 
English on standard size paper (metric A4 
or 81/2” x 11”). No additional cover or 
binding should be used. A separate appli- 
cation must be submitted for each proj- 
ect. Each application should include: 


1. acover page that gives the following 
information: a short title indicating the 
nature of the proposed project; the mode 
under which the application is being sub- 
mitted; the name of the company, organi- 
zation, or individual making the applica- 
tion; the name, address, and telephone 
number of the individual who will act as 
the liaison person for the project (Modes 
1 and 2) or the address and telephone 
number of the individual submitting the 
application (Mode 3); the signature of 

an authorized official of the company or 
organization (Modes 1 and 2) or of the 
individual submitting the proposal 
(Mode 3); the total estimated cost of the 
project and the amount requested from 
the ministry; the anticipated completion 
date of the project; 


2. asummary of the scope of the project; 


3. a detailed plan for the project, includ- 
ing a time schedule and the procedures 
to be followed; 


4. adescription of the project indicating 
the objectives, the academic level for 
which it is intended, and the principal 
components in the case of non-print 
materials such as kits; 


5. adescription of the format: for books, 
the approximate number of pages and 
colours, the type of binding and cover, 
physical dimensions, etc.; for non-print 
materials, the length of the film and the 
number of colours, the length of a cas- 
sette, etc.; 


6. the name(s), qualifications, and expe- 
rience of the author(s) or of the individ- 
uals who will be responsible for the 
translation/adaptation; 


7. acomprehensive financial plan for the 
project, including a detailed breakdown 
of anticipated costs and the amount of 
money required from the ministry (for 
further details see the Introduction and 
the “Financial Considerations” section 
under each mode); 


8. a proposed table of contents or an 
outline of the contents of the material: 


9. where the application proposes the 
translation or adaptation of existing mate- 
rial, at least two copies of the original 
work and an outline of the nature and 
scope of the adaptation. 


Applicants should indicate whether they 
have received funds from, or made appli- 
cation to, other sources. 


The deadlines for the submission of appli- 
cations are as follows:

Priorities 


All print and non-print learning materials 
that conform to Ministry of Education 
Curriculum guidelines are eligible for fund- 
ing. The development of original material 
in French is preferred to translations, 
revisions, and adaptations. 


While preference will be given to projects 
that fall within the educational areas listed 
below, the ministry will also consider proj- 
ects relating to other fields. The three 
groupings are given in order of priority; 
the areas within each grouping are listed 
in alphabetical order. 


Emphasis should be given to the needs 
of students requiring special education 
programs. 


GROUP A 


Computers 

Microcomputer lessonware and course- 
ware for various subjects; materials that 
relate to computer literacy. 


Franco-Ontarian Heritage 

Materials on the French-Canadian com- 
munity in Ontario. Textbooks will be given 
preference for the Intermediate and 
Senior Divisions. 


Special Education 

Materials designed for (a) the learning 
disabled, especially at the secondary 
level; (b) students requiring individualized 
instruction; (c) the educable mentally 
retarded; (d) the gifted; (e) the trainable 
mentally retarded. 


Technical and Technological Studies 
Materials that relate to current revisions 
in the curriculum, especially for second- 
ary schools and designed for all levels of 
difficulty. 


GROUP B 


Art and Music 

Materials such as original instrumental 
and vocal music, arrangements of exist- 
ing material, operettas, skits, stories, nur- 
sery rhymes; materials on various crafts, 
elements of design, and art history for the 
Intermediate and Senior Divisions. Mate- 
rials could take the form of cassettes, 
multimedia kits, teachers’ manuals, and 
booklets on different teaching techniques. 


Francais, Art dramatique 

Materials on all aspects of language and 
the language arts; remedial reading for 
the Intermediate level. 


Guidance 
Various materials, especially for the Inter- 
mediate Division. 


Science, Environmental Science 
Various materials, for all divisions. 


GROUP C 


Anglais 
Various materials, especially for the Inter- 
mediate and Senior Divisions. 


Business Studies 
Various materials. 


Family Studies 
Materials for the Intermediate and Senior 
Divisions. 


Geography 
Various materials. 


History, Social Studies, Law, 
Economics, Man in Society, People 
and Politics, World Religions 
Various materials. 


Mathematics 
Various materials, especially for the Inter- 
mediate Division. 


Physical and Health Education 
Materials for all grades, but especially for 
the Intermediate Division. 
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
